N Wedneſday the 23. of June, 1652. the Parliament of England paſſed an AR, intituled, 

An Att for Transferring the Powers of the Committees for Indempnity, whereby all, and every 

the Powers, and Authorities which any Committee, or Commirtees of Parliament had to 

give Indempnity to or ſave harmleſie aud indempuified any perſon or per ſons whatſoever, who have atted 

by anthority, or for the ſervice of the Parliament, were transferred from the ſaid Committee,or Com: 

mittees, and were by the ſame At veſted, and ſetled in and upon Samwel Moyyer, Fames Ruſſell, Ed- 

ward Winſlow, Joſias Barners, William Molins, Arthar Squib, and Richard Moore, Eſquires, who by 

the ſaid AR, andby the authority thereof, or any foure or more of them, were thereby authorized 

to doe, and execute All and every the Atts, Ordinances, and Orders of Parliament for Indempnity ; and 

all and every the Powers and Authorities in gy by them, or any of them given, granted, limited, and ap- 
poynted, &c. ſo thar the Powers, and Ain transferred by the late Act for ax Wa were ©

| #ees:who upon the hearing of the aforeſaid caſe{March the 20.1650) voted that there was no morgage, 
nor corrupt Decree, as was complained of in the Petition aforeſayd; and Ordered that the Reſidue of 
the matter of fat ſhould be drawne up and Reported unto the Houſe : and appointed that Mr. Richard 
Darley, M. Moyle, M. Luke Robinſon, and Col: Peter Temple,or any two of them, ſhould examine the_s 
Caſe when it was drawne up, to be reported, and preſent it to the Committee. Notwithſtanding all which 
the Commiſſioners aforeſaid have not onely become Yoluntary-undertaking Fudges, or Hearers in 
Re-hearing the caſe as aforeſaid ; but have at their Re- hearing ſe;Fed on 4 greot and conſtderable part 
of Standen the Defendants Deeds and Records, ['wherein, andin which, my ſelfe, the Author hereof, 
am greatly concerned, as having 120. 1. per aynum Rent-charges, and the Fee for life, as by Dceds 
and Records it doth and may appeare:] Howbeit the aforeſaid Commithoners have promiſed that 
the ſaid Deeds and Records ſhall be forth-comming : Notwithſtanding to what end and purpoſe 
ſuch Yoluntarily-undertaking Isdges, or Hearers may by any pre-affected wayes, or otherwiſe, incum- 
ber my Kinſman, or my Intereſt, (being neither Defendant nor Party to the forementioned Petition) 
cannot be diſcerned : ſo that in this caſe, I confider the beforenamed Commiſhonetrs to have already 
exceeded the former injurious Proceedings of Starre-chamber, or High Commiſſion Court ; for al- 
beit thoſe abuſed the Power granted unto them, yet they never aſſumed unto themiclves Power not 
- granted unto them, 4s theſe Commiſſioners have done already,and how far they may adventure to pro- 
ceede, who knoweth ? However Iam confident that the wiſdome of the Parliament (to whoſe 
orave cenſure I ſubmit this my Narrative) will not permit ſuch voluntary undertaking Indges, or Hea- 
rers,nor admit of any Cenſure, or Report, which ſhall proceed from them. And withall I humbly 
requeſt, That the Parliaments Integrity would in this caſe wholly diſallow, and Nl the Innovating 
Powers, and Proceedings of the Commiſſioners ; That ſo Law may be obſerved, Right preſerved, 
and the Parliaments Honour conſerved. |
